ISLAND'S TRAGIC EARLY HISTORY 



sJJREDIT for the discovery 
of Macqnarie Island goes 
to Captain Hasselborovigh., 
who vailed from Sydney in 
the Perseverance in IB 10 to 
find now sealing grounds. 

He named the island for 
the N.S.W. Governor, bui an 
unknown ship had been there 
before him— its relics were 
found on the shore. 

Hassc I borough also dis- 
covered Campbell Island, 
now a New Zealand depen- 
dency. His discoveries, how- 
ever, led to tragedy. 

When news of his finds 
leaked out in Sydney some 
months later, six ships put to 
sea to seek new wealth from 
the seal ins; grounds and oil 
from the penguins and <ea- 
efephants. 



Haswi borough made a 
second voyage, calling in in 
Campbell to make sure lhai 
a cache of oil he had left 
there was still safe. 

He went ashore in a ship's 
boat, but on the way back it 
was swamped and he and 
rwn of the crew were 
drowned. 



A year after the island's 
discovery, 57,000 fur seals 
had been taken. Two yean 
later, sealing gangs were 
crrdiled with having killed 
180,000. 

In another seven years 
they had wiped out the seal 
population, and it has taken 
more than a rentury to re- 
establish breeding habits 
there.

To reach the rookery, we 
had to clamber up the small 
creek that led up the hill. 
For this, we simply mode 
like the penguins. "Those 
going up, please keep tn the 
left, those coming down, to 
the right, thank you."' 

We were amused to see 
the confusion when a 
"Nelly," a giant petrel, came 
down the middle and refused 
to recognise the traffic rules. 
The penguins showed their 
own methods of policing the 
stream and loudly and firmly 
let the "Nelly" know they 
meant business. 

The poor bird was help- 
less. Unable to take off 
because of lack of wind, U 
was at the penguins* mercy. 

An amazing sight awaited 
us. Amid an almost deafen- 
ing squawking, some 2511.000 
birds were standing on the 
side nf the hill, rocking en 
their little webbed feet and 
meditating or yapping to 
neighbors. 

Our escorts from the base 
assured us, however, that had 



we been able to gel to the 
southern end of the island 
they could have shown us an 
even more spectacular sighu 
At Hurd Point there were 
600,000 birds, the biggest 
known single rookery in the 
world, I was told. 

It would have been easy 
to have sat there all dny, but 
we had a long return walk 
ahead of us. 

If was a relief to see the 
base buildings come into 
sight. Our inactive life on 
shipboard, with nve^s tar- plus 
meals three times a day, wai 
not conducive in keeping fit 
for such exercise. 

There was lime now to 
look at the base itself. Street 
lighting was something of a 
surprise, but the men 
assured us this was necessary. 
"It's not much fun," they 
said, "to walk hack from 
one of the met. buildings 
when you eume oil duty 
through the night and trip 
over some of the island's 
wildlife. The sea-lions and 
seals come right up here." 

Open-air cupboard 

Outside the main living- 
room I noticed a type of 
open-air cupboard with earh 
man's name on it, In each 
compartment wctp varying 
numbers of cans of beer. 

"That's where our weekly 
ration nf three cant is put,'* 
Wallace Beasley, nf hliza- 
berh, S.A., told me. 

It worked like a sort of 
honesty -box. 

For thirsty Australians, 
three cans were not always 
sufficient. They had worked 
out a recipe foj supplement- 
ing their supplies, Later we 
tasted the brew and agreed 
it. had been skilfully made. 

Although we had bronchi 
food ashore, wr enjoyed the 
hot soup prepared for us by 



the hase cook, Ralph Dyer, 
At all bases in the Antarctic 
and sub- Antarctic, food is 
given priority, and all seem 
to liavc first-class cook.*. 

I learned that when Ralph 
was not on such an expedi- 
tion he had a position as 
chef at Sydney's Government 
House. 

There was a chance now 
to talk to Jim Hasick* the 
officer in r barge of the 
nation, n former physic J 
teacher at North Sydney 
High School. 

I askrd him what lie 
thought of the advent of 
tourism to hi\ isJand, 

'Its hern a completely 
chaotic day, but a welcome 
break from routine just the 
same, 1 * he ^iid. "It will give 
the men something to talk 
about and write home about 
and, in that way* it's a tonic. 

"But Tm not sure it would 
be a goud thing to have such 
Invasions 7 too often. 

"Your visit also means we 
can get mail off unexpectedly. 
The hoys spent hour* last 
night writing as soon as we 
realised there was a rhancc 
you were going to make it." 

Twenty-nine men spent 
the summer on the island, 
hut the winteting-over party 
was down to 20. 

Most of the work, Jjm 
said t hinged on the meteoro- 
logical aspect of the station, 
hut others were involved in 
various &cieniifir prugrams. 

'Hie men lead an almost 
completely isolated life. Un- 
like the Antarctic bases of 
Americans and New Zealand- 
ers T which have regular :iir 
services several times weekly 
in mmmef and twire in win- 
ter, the Australian* rely on 
infrequent shipping. 

The main party comes in 
toward the end of the year 
and there's a supply ship in 
March to take off those who

are not wintering over," Jim 
said, ''They bring in fresh 
food and equipment to see

A social hour with the 
men after lunch had the 
makings of a good party, but 
the Mag^a Dan was running 
behind schedule. 

Back on board Larj told 
me his plans. "As soon as I 
get back to New York, I 
shall start investi Rations tu 
see if it is possible to organise 
a cruise ship to make ex- 
peditions nut of Bluff, in New 
Zealand, and Hotart to these 
islands.

"They're a paradise for 
naturalists and photog- 
raphers." 



The sea was beginning to 
freshen and there was a swell 
that warned us the weather 
had been kind to us for 
several hours. We could not 
expect it to remain patient 
for loo long. 

Some of the Australians 
had accompanied us back on 
board and there was an all- 
too-brief time in which to re- 
turn hospitality. 

We watched them clamber 
hack into their boat and 
then, as the drizalc took over, 
head back to their ulaml.

Because of her special 
training Mrs. Shepherd can 
give Penny and Daniel 
auditory and speech training 
and help them with their 
schoolwork. A private tutor 
comes to their home once a 
week to give them extra 
speech training. 

Penny now goes to Chats- 
wood Infants' School, where 
(hey have three "Opportunity 
Dear" classes for deaf chil- 
dren, Daniel goo lo kinder- 
garten, 

"The deaf children are 
integrated as much as pos- 
sible with the other chil- 
dren," Mm. Shepherd said, 
"and this is important for 
them. 

"Penny spends her morn* 
ings in the ordinary classes 
and her afternoons in the 
OD class." 

Mrs. Shepherd said Penny 
was doing very well at 
school and was ahead o( 
many of her classmates in 
some things- 

"The teach en try to push 
the deaf children ahead in 
such things as reading and 
wrtt mg to make up for their 
handicap in verbal expres- 
sion," she said. "Penny *$ ver- 
bal expression is about thiee- 
year-old level at present, but 
she is improving. 

Mrs, Shepherd - a • -l 
moihrrs of deaf children 
should not expect their chU- 
dren to speak perfectly. 
"They can learn to speak 
clearly and fluently, hut their 
voices alwayi sound dif- 
ferent—a little flat in tone. 

"When you listen to a class 
ol deaf children you can 
guess die degree of deafness 
by the child's speaking 
ability.

Mrs. Shepherd said the 
idea of teaching children 
sign-language was not used 
in OD classes. 

"The only children who 
are taught it aTe the chil- 
drrn of deaf parents who still 
use it. Otherwise all chiL 
dren can be taught to lip- 
read and to speak." 

Parents of deaf children 
have formed an association, 
the Federation for Junior 
Deaf Education, to help each, 
oiher with various problems. 

"In Sydney there are 
branches lor the various 
areas. I belong to the North 
Shore OD Croup," Mra.

"The mothers in this; 
group hold regular meetings 
and arrange Irxtures, They 
also publish a paper, "Con-

advice. 

"I find ihe most important 
problem for a mother of deaf 
children is time.

Against a red-and-gold backdrop of m inland desert 
aeenc, the story of drama and death will be acted by 
dancers — the mory of ancient rituals in an ancient 
continent. 

This ballet, performed by the dancers of Mexico's Ballet 
Folklorico, will be part of iu ' "Ballet of Five Continents," 
a special contribution to the Cultural Olympiad organised 
by Mexico in con junction with the Games, 
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Thr Mexican Ambassador to Australia, Senor Eugetiio 
de Anzorena, invited choreographer Beth Dean, a former 
classical ballerina, to r crate the Australian ballet segment. 

Miss Dean t who choreographed "Corroborce" for the 
royal tour of 1954 and has been choreographer for official 
royal ballet performances siii.ee, gathered her knowledge of 
Aboriginal dancing and ceremonies on a lUjQOO-milr tour

"Do you know that there are about 
100,000 touts of arms in Burke's 'General 
Armory.' Another thing — a grant of arms 
in England lasts for ever. Anyone who can 
prove descent from the original grantee is 
entitled in use it, 

'There are some rather fascinating laws 
to tope with illicit bearers of English coat* 
of arms — a stint in the Earl Marshal's dun- 
geons at Arundel Castle, for instance. Or 
you can be arraigned by the Court of 
Chivalry. Its last sitting was in 1954* and 
thai was the first time in 225 years, 

"And there's no copyright on the simpler 
crest. In Scotland and Ireland any clansman 
could wear the crest and motto of his chief." 
(The crest is the device above the shield in 
the coal of arms,) 

"Of COurse, all coats of arms don't have 
a long history. More have probably f*ren 
registered in the past 20 yean than in ail 
the previous liistury of heraldry. I recently 
reproduced the University of N.S.W/s 
armorials, and they are new enough."

On leaving school he went to 
work in the Bank of Ireland in Dublin* then, 
"Like most of the Irish, I developed a 
wanderlust." 

His wanderlust led htm first to England, 
where he met hi* English wife, Ikrnice, then 
to Australia with their two children,. 
Colette (5} and David (7), 'who already 
knows quite a bit about heraldry. 4 ' 

"Reynolds is an old Gaelic surname," he 
said. "The Reynolds family owned a castle 
and 6tifi0 acres in County Leitrim — that was 
their sept or district — and did lueh excit- 
ing things as fighting with the O'Rourkes oT 
ttrefTany, You know, one of those feuds, 
that go on for ever," 

W*hile working as a car salesman when 
he first arrived in Sydney, Mike produced 
family crests for a few friends, including his 
bank manager. The latter was sufficiently 
impressed to encourage him to turn the 
hobby into a business. 

"I was fortunate also to find my 
assistant, Katharina Cache* to do the art 
work. Katharina wai born in Paris, but she 
worked for some time in Switzerland doing 
gold-leaf work om hand- made clock pendu- 
lums for lhe export market She has the 
patience needed for the detailed hand- 
painting on armorials.'* 

Mike Reynolds said that disc jockey Ward

mission* is the coat of arms Mr. Paul Maegc, 
of Darling Point, N.S.W,, has ordered.

Outranking The Australian 
is The Grenadier, near Hyde

It wax once the Mesa of 
Wellington's officers; and 
over its patrons, tiuardees 
with umbrellas in steely folds, 
bowler hats covering hair 
glued by regulation Honey- 
and-Rowers, the spirit of the 
Iron Duke hovers still. 

Debutantes, sjlver^blondr 
and pale, or tanned and 
tweedy, sip sherries, with 
decorum. 

It is a very pleasant place, 
with guod food and a resident 
phantom drummer who 
appears with military pre- 
ruioa on the same date each 
year. 

He hasn't been sren for a 
whHe T though, since on that 
night the landlord aikd his 
ramify wisely stay with 
friends. 

At the other end of the 
social scale, taverns in the 
East End provide a cheap 
and entertaining evening out- 
Several have stages and 
ipecialise in trad jaxx or in 
Old-time Musk Hall with 
jokes of a saltiness to raise 
a glow on the ears. Great 
fun, hut best to go with 
maocuiine accompaniment 
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one else comes from home, 
and you see all the fates you 
met un the boat, wearing the 
same nostalgic expression as 
your own. 

It's a good thing to wean 
yourself from this as soon 
as possible; otherwise, why 
travel? 

Take the first jump by 
visiting Th c Australian, 
curiously enough a fashion- 
able haunt of upper- bracket 
Londoners. Which means 
you get ynur first glimpse of 
Savile Row-suited advertis- 
ing types and their long- 
legged model girlfriends in 
Ifae mmicsr of skirts; 

Chances are you'll be on 
the pavement outside, be- 
cause at weekends there's

lYs as safe as houses, but 
gracefully refusing to dance 
with, a 15sf, docker is an 
art. 

Secretaries hinch in the 
West End and City pubs, 
because the food is cheap 
and ten times better than in 
the cafeterias. 

Pretty, chintzy bars in the 
Chelsea area encourage a 
feminine clientele; and local 
attractions are writers, artists, 
and poets. 

World-famous fiLrn stars 
and actors can he seen and 
ignored at the majestic and 
Edwardian Salisbury, off 
Leicester Square, 

Hampstead pubs, too. have 
a quota of well-known faces. 
Richard Burton, Elizabeth 
Taylor, and Peter OToole 
patronise the tiny Coach and 
Horses, and in the garden of 
The Spaniards, where Dick 
Turpin stabled Black Bess* 
off-duty stars treat tbetr 
children to soft drinks. 

Dick slept here 

As with Good Queen Bess, 
it's hard to find a pub of 
any age in the south of Eng- 
land that Dick Turpin didn't 
frequent. Probably many 
highwaymen visited the 
coaching inns, but they 
couldn't alt have been poor 
Dick 

By all amounts, they wen: 
a sleazy lot, if colorful. 
Nowadays, if your taste is 
fur low company, there are 
only the very dull "villains* 
pub* in South London, or, 
more in t cresting, one or two 
bars in Bloomsbury which 
Mill tolerate beatniks. 

Country pubs, as distinct 
from hotels, arc much more 
amusing to stay at, and the 
publican has thc curious 
idea that he runs the house 



for the benefit of his cus- 
tomers, a novelty that has 
not yet occurred to many 
hoteliers. 

There are still a lot of 
places where, after a sturdy 
dinner, you lie in a four- 
poster bed under a thatched 
roof and watch thc firelight 
nickering on the low rafters. 
If Quern Elizabeth slept 
there before you, it's none 
the worse foe that. 

The CuU Inn, on the edge 
of Dartmoor, k along those 
lines; it pulled its first pent 
in 1320. 

Among its many claims to 
fame is thar part of "Robin- 
son Crusoe 11 was written 
there, but of more immediate 
interest are the glories of thc 
surrounding countryside 
translated to the kitchens as 
Dartmoor trout and venison. 

For thc pub-hnntcr, the 
West is a marvellous stamp- 
ing ground. 

Along the Bath Road, cer- 
tainly the prettiest out of 
London, and long before 
reaching the Cott, one can 
see from the opulence of the 
coaching inns in Marl- 
borough or Warminster how 
deeply westbound travellers 
valued their comforts. 

Now they are full of small, 
glowering flop-haired boys, 
feet sticking m inches out 
of their trouser bottoms, 
carrying umbrella* as big as 
th em selves. 

This is the heart of the 
English public school 
country, and the sight of 
future statesmert being taken 
nut to tea by hearty i weedy 
fathers and elder sisters, who 
try to ignore iheir existence, 
is one not to he missed. 

One of the oddml pubs 
along, or just off, this mule 
i* Tucker's Grave, so-called 
because "at 1 1 o'clock on the 
morning of June 5, 1 747, one

Philip. Here, in a great 
stone hall — it was once 
part of a monastery - — they 
serve Aylesbury durkting by 
a cavernous fireplace burn- 
ing whole oak trees at a 
timcL 

There are plenty more 
dnablisbment* much closer, 
and easily reached on a 
Saturday -afternoon drive — ■ 
the Shepherd and Dog, 
nestling under the Sussex 
Downs, near Brighton, and 
others, along the Pilgrims' 
Way in Kent, where 
Chaucer Stayed 

My favorite is the Brocket 
Arms, an hour out of town 
on the North Road. It has 
all the traditional trappings 
— a vast orchard, a ghostly 
monk, and Charles n hid 
there during his flight after 
the Battle of Worcester. 

Cynics say that if he did, 
he went a very king way 
round I ex pea he*d heard 
about the sandwiches. 

Another great advantage is 
l hat Bernard Shaw's house 
is just over the road, open 
to the public. You can 
always buy a postcard and 
pretend that was really why 
you came.

GIVING up the security 
of a weekly wage packet 
to become your own em- 
ployer needs careful ap- 
proach. People should not

A husband and wife willing to 
work bard in die right shop, the 
right place, al the right time 
have nothing to fear, although 
the changeover to shopkeepuig 
may cost money and headaches. 

But rare die newcomers are 
settled in and confident (pro- 
vided they don't become dull in 
their relationship with the pub- 
lic, or take them for granted*} all 
should be well 

Shopi fall into two main 
groups. First, shop* which carry 
large and valuable stocks [hard- 
ware shops, sports stores, licensed 
grocer*, eic-) t which really need 
previous experience. 

They have a big turnover each 
year and the cost of buying or 
equipping them is usually beyond 
the beginner. People who make 
money in smaller shops often join 
this group. 

Then there are the milk bars, 
take-away food shops, coffee 
lounges, gift shops, or small dress 
shops — usually the best field 
for anyone with limited funds. 

Hours can be long — 12 to M 
hours a day 4 seven days a week 
in a milk bar — and social life 
comes almost to a hah. Holidays 
with pay are a dream of the 
past and you are sick Only if 
absolutely unable to stand up. 

The rewards fpr thb labor and 
■aerifies* are what male it worth 
while. You are your own boss, 
and any profit made from test 
and ability will be YOURS. 

Some day you will sell out and 
be able to buy thai ttve-and-a- 
half-day-a-week drop, or have a 
long holiday, or buy a new house. 

Don't rush into k 
too quickl y 

My wife and I became shop- 
keepers two years ago, buying the 
goodwill of a take-away food 
busiues&t building it up profitably 
month by month. Here are some 
of the shop-buying hazards we 
have observed l 

L Don't rush into a business, 
ft mav be *'ioo good to miss," but 
hundreds of small diops are 
bought and sold each year. Milk 
bars axe changing hands all the 
time, and some of their owners 
are open id an offer even if (he 
business is not advertised for sale. 

2. Decide if you want to keep 
your home and lake a lock-up 
shop, or if you want a business 
with living quarters attached. If 
it is a lock-up shop, consider the 
diftanre to be travelled each day, 
the cost involved, and whether it 



wouldn't be a better proposition 
if you lived *'on the spot." 

If a shop whh accommodation 
appeals to you, judge the ihop 
and the living quarters separ- 
ately. Don i let superior accom- 
modation blind you to the 
shortcomings of a shop. And, if 
the shop section is good and die 
house is poor, remember that you 
will need the comfort of a good 
home when you arc Imth tired. 

Assuming you are taking a 
shop with living accommodation 
and you have young children, see 
that there is a safe yard for 
them to play in, free from empty 
crates and bottles and other 
potentially dangerous items. 
Preserve as much of a real home 
life for them as you ean t keeping 
the business and its demands 
within proper boundaries. 

Watch for those 
fine iogai points 

3. Consult a solicitor about 
every move made over leasing or 
buying a business. You will both 
have murh on your minds, and 
may miss a small but important 
potnl. 

4. Engage a qualified account- 
ant. Soon you will be knee-deep 
in tax problems, public risk in- 
surance, workers compensation 
policies, loans, and interest pay- 
ments , . . quite apart from all 
that bi involved in buying and 
selling goods, banking, r leaning, 
and maintenance, and the proper 
separation of business and per- 
sonal expenses. 

If you wish, drop the account- 
ant when you think you know 
how to prepare u complicated tax- 
return and a balance sheet. But 
for the average shopkeeper — 
bright without being brilliant — 
the fee will be much less than the 
amount you could spend on 
aspirin— even at wholesale prices! 

3l Put something aside each 
month toward income tax T especi- 
ally in your first year of business, 
when you may be ranfrnrited with 
a provisional tax demand for the 
first Lime. There's no boss to 
deduct it from your weekly pay 
packet now. When the Govern- 
ment holds out its hand each 
year, it hurt* if you haven 't put 
lhat money aside. 

6. Use a stock valuer me day 
ynn move in and take over exist- 
ing goods. He is fast, accurate, 
and lias a nose for damaged or 
deteriorated items. Chocolate on 
the shelves may look all right y yd 
be unfit to eat. He will mark 
down or pencil off inferior floods, 
thereby saving you money and the 
bad -will of your customers. 

The stock valuer*.* fee, norm- 
ally a percentage of the total 
valuation of the goods, is usually 
paid 50-50 by yourself and the 
outgoing shopkeeper. 

7, If the shop ts fitted with 
machinery, refrigerators, food 
slkers, Icl a qualified mechanic 
examine them before you take 
ovrr It will cost a few dolhirs, 



but a big repair bill early on 
would set back your tin antes, 

8L Ordering stock from whole- 
salers is never easy. Al first you 
will have to trust their represen- 
tatives as to brand, grade, and 
quantity. Many of thero wit] 
know what is required, having 
supplied the previous owner. 

If you meet one who deliber- 
ately tries to overstock the "new 
chums," drop him and deal with 
the opposition. He will learn 
* something, too] 

Learn to look ahead when you 
arc ordering, as not all deliveries 
can be made in a few days. Keep 
an eye out for the approach of 
public holidays and local events 
which may after t your trade. The 
Butrhers' Picnic, a circus playing 
around the comer for three days, 
a local race-meeting . „ . any of 
these things can increase your 
sales, 

9. Although the husband and 
wife may be the most loving 
couple in (he district, at times 
lite strain of shopkeeping and 
being in each others company 
for most of the day may lead to 
friction. 

If you arc going to let off 
steam, then do it in the back- 
room. In a low voice! 

10. Don't tell the customers 
how tired you are, or let them 
hra r your comptaints. They 
want to tell you they are tired, 
and they Hke to air their com- 
plaints. Let them! It is their 
money being spent. 

A freshly made "cu ppo" 
will bring a customer! 

Husbands and wives in busi- 
ness can always tell each other 
about their sore feet and aching 
backs — if they must! 

11. If trade is slack, make a 
cup nf ica, start to read the 
paper, or get ready to mop the 
floor, Of the three, notriirig 
improves business more than a 
freshly madr cup of tea. Sit 
down , , . sigh , , . raise the cup 
to your lips . . , and in will march 
a custom e r. Keep making! fresh 
pots of tea throughout the day, 
and you will wind up the richest 
shopkeeper who ever died of 
thirst! t 

It is unportant that a huaband 
and wife in business together 
should be true partners, neither 
making decisions about the busi- 
ness without consulting the other. 

The husband should nut think 
of bis wife as a form of cheap 
Inhor, expecting her to cany an 
equal burden tn the shop, and 
then coolt meals, rear children, 
clean house, wash, and iron , . , 
all the things which arc a full- 
time job for most women. 

Keep her hours in the shop lo 
a minimum. Send the heavy 
washing to a laimdry. As turn- 
over mcrtaacjL, employ naff , . . 
even part-time staff at first.
